enior communications major Amanda Rippy stood up, took the microphone 
and said something different. 
Her response garnered low murmurs of “ohs” and “ahs” from about 100 
College of Liberal Arts students gathered in the University Student Union in 
April, when she and others were recognized for their academic achievement at Cal 
State Long Beach. 

Rippy, now a CSULB alumna, told the room of students, faculty and administrators 
in the room about her plans for after graduation. Other students had spoken before her, 
many telling about their plans for graduate school. 

Rippy, on the other hand, said she was planning to continue pursuing a profession 
that was radically different from the field she studied to receive her bachelor’s degree, 
a profession that did not require a college education — she wanted to fly. 

Rippy said she was fascinated by planes and flying at an early age. 

“T remember when I was little I would go to the airport with my grandpa and liter- 
ally sit there all day and watch airplanes,” she said. 

Then late into her sophomore year at CSULB, she decided it was time to try flying 
and took her first lesson. After that, she couldn’t get enough. 

“A lot of people get to go on planes and look out the window, but to be up front and 
just be in control wherever you go is special,” Rippy said. 
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she studied theory in addition to taking flying lessons and spending hours practicing. 

Her hobby had become expensive, and she was on her own in funding it. A one-hour 
lesson, which is relatively short, and a plane rental add up to about $160, Rippy said. 
The private pilot’s license requires 40 hours minimum of in-flight time in addition to 
ground school. To pay for the planes and lessons, Rippy worked two jobs while she 
was a full-time student. Her parents encouraged her to wait to pursue flying until after 
she graduated, but Rippy said she was determined. 

“My family was totally not happy, “ Rippy said. “They did not want me to do that. 
They were just scared.” 

It took about two years for Rippy to receive her private pilot’s license, but she was 
also able to incorporate her experience with her schoolwork. 

While flying in Fullerton, Calif., Rippy discovered Angel Aviation, a non-profit 
organization that provides free transportation to those seeking medical help. 

Rippy’s first flight working with the organization was for a 44-year-old cancer 
patient who needed treatment in Nevada. In addition to flying patients, Rippy also 
helped to raise money for the organization in the fall semester as part of a requirement 
in her communications class. She raised $2,000, or 15 free flights, in a one-night art 
auction she organized. 

“Amanda [Rippy] is an example of what higher education should look like in the

Brown's May revision keeps 
increased funding for CSU 


The budget proposal has also cut the governor’s 
proposed unit cap for CSU and UC students.

Through his May revision of the 
state budget, Gov. Jerry Brown has 
continued proposing $250 million in 
additional state funding for the Cal 
State University while eliminating a 
proposed unit cap for CSU and Univer- 
sity of California students. 

However, other measures kept in the 
revision still draw concern from CSU 
Officials, including a proposed ac- 
countability plan and four-year tuition 
freeze. 

Brown’s May revision, released 
on May 14, proposes an additional 
$125.1 million in state funding for 
the CSU as well as another $125 mil- 
lion to fill a hole in the system’s 2012- 
13 budget. 

Also listed in the May revision is 
Brown’s conditional four-year ac- 
countability plan, which would in- 
crease state funding to the CSU and 
UC systems by 5 percent in each of 
its first two years and 4 percent in 
each of its last two years. The CSU 
and UC would receive additional 
funding only if they meet account- 


ability measures to be prescribed by 
Brown. 

About these measures, the May revi- 
sion states that Brown’s administration 
will work with colleges and universi- 
ties to “strengthen the accountability 
plan,” and CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis 
said the CSU wants to partake in the 
conversation. 

“The CSU supports the desire for 
accountability,” Fallis said. “That’s 
something we have long endorsed: a 
system that holds higher education ac- 
countable. But by the same token, we 
want to make sure we’re measuring the 
right thing.” 

The accountability measures listed 
in the budget proposal include im- 
proving graduation rates, increasing 
the number of degrees completed by 
low-income students, increasing the 
number of transfer students from com- 
munity colleges and reducing the cost 
per degree. 

However, Fallis said that measur- 
ing four-year graduation rates, as 
Brown has proposed, doesn’t suit the 
CSU’s mission, seeing as many CSU 
students take five or more years to 
graduate. 

“Students come in and need some 
form of remediation,” he said. “[The

Jordan Hattar will 
use the funds to buy 
caravans for refugees.

Six months ago, Cal State Long Beach 
student Jordan Hattar was filming a refu- 
gee camp in Jordan when a man grabbed 
him from behind and threw him a punch. 

At best, it was just an angry person, and 
at worst, Hattar’s friends worried it could 
have been the Mukhabarat — heavy- 
handed political informants in the Arab 
world. Hattar said if it was the latter, they 
probably wanted to intimidate him so he 
would stop filming in the area. 

This June, Hattar is going back. 

Hattar spent last fall delivering human- 
itarian aid in the Zaatari refugee camp, 
located about six miles east of Mafraq 
in Jordan, where the two-year-old Syrian 
civil war continued to spill terror into the 
refugees who had fled the country. 

“After you learn a certain amount of 
what is going on in the world, you have 
the obligation to care,” the 21-year- 
old international studies major said. 
“[They] need proper housing, so I want 
to get them caravans.” 

Hattar said he is concerned about 
refugee housing because the khaki tents 
currently in Zaatari barely protect the 
refugees from heat, dust, cold nights 
and heavy flooding in the desert. 

When Hattar came back to the U.S. late 
last year, he started a fundraising project 
and raised $12,000 to buy caravans, or

mobile homes, that would better shield 
the refugees from extreme weather. 
“Children are dying in these camps,” 
he said. “I was told [the caravans] need 
to go through [the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees,] but I want 
to figure out why these haven’t been de- 
livered in the quantities they should be.” 
Hattar, who is a third generation Jor- 
danian, said he is trying to set up a meet- 
ing with the king of Jordan to discuss his 
caravan project and see if it matches up 


with the Jordanian government’s plans. 

“I want to try to convince [the king] 
that caravans are what the [camp] needs 
most because that’s what [the refugees] 
told me they need,” he said. 

Looking back, Hattar said he didn’t al- 
ways dream of becoming a humanitarian. 

“Until I was about 16 or 17, I thought 
I wanted to be a professional NBA bas- 
ketball player,” Hattar said. “I guess 
now I want to be like Ghandi.” 

Hattar’s concern for world issues 
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began when a high school teacher told 
his class about the genocide in Darfur, 
a region in western Sudan. Hattar said 
he was so moved that he spent his junior 
and senior years spreading awareness 
about what was happening in Sudan 
and contacting various people for aid. 
His focus shifted to Syria after his 
CSULB Arabic professor Iman Hashem 
told a story about her relatives in Syria. 
“T saw her cry in class — it was really 
emotional,” Hattar said. “I wanted to help.” 


In April, Hattar was invited to attend 
the annual Clinton Global Initiative 
University conference for the second 
time, which was established by former 
President Bill Clinton to gather various 
global leaders and philanthropists to 
help address world problems. This year, 
Hattar announced his “Commitment to 
Action,” a plan to help Syrian refugees. 

“In my trip this June, I want to show 
what I have seen to people I’ve met in 
the conference,” Hattar said. “I want to 
get more people to care.” 

To further raise awareness about the 
conditions in Zaatari, Hattar also pub- 
lished an article in the Jordan Times and 
did radio and TV interviews with BBC. 

“We have to humanize the stories 
we tell and remind others that these are 
not monkeys, these are people,” Hattar 
said. “We shouldn’t hear of people dy- 
ing and not care.” 

University of California, Santa Bar- 
bara student Olivia Wong, a fellow 
humanitarian who met Hattar in Wash- 
ington, D.C. in 2011, will accompany 
Hattar to Zaatari this summer. 

“lve heard a lot about Syria, seen 
pictures of camps, but there is nothing 
quite like actually being there, where 
you can really absorb the situation first- 
hand, talk to people face to face and 
really make that connection with the 
locals,” Wong said. 

Wong said Hattar is a strong-willed 
visionary. 

“If he can conceptualize an idea, 
whether it is for aid in South Sudan or 
caravans for Syrians, he is really able 
to take that vision and translate it into 
an action that other people can identify 
with,” Wong said.

As a previous interpersonal and 
organizational communication 
studies major at CSULB, Kumai 
Gwiazdowski said her public speak- 
ing courses helped to prepare her for 
her current work. 

“These courses certainly taught 
me to be a better speaker thus also 
helping to ignite my passion for help- 
ing to improve others’ lives,” Kumai 
Gwiazdowski said via email.

CSU has] older students who are 
further along in their career and 
personal life and need to spend 
more time at home or work ... We 
have a lot of students who may be 
coming straight out of college or 
community college or high school, 
but they still have to work to sup- 
ports themselves .or their’ fami- 
lies.” 

Miles Nevin, executive direc- 
tor of the California State Student 
Association, said that bottleneck 
courses and higher education’s cur- 
rent situation add to the difficulty 
of attaining a CSU degree in four 
years. 

“(The CSU has] students who 
need a little longer to graduate, not 
because of their circumstances but 
because of how our education is be- 
ing handled right now,” Nevin said. 
“Students have to apply for some 
classes three years in a row, so is 
it fair to punish them if they can’t 
graduate?” 

Nevin added that coupling 
Brown’s accountability plan with a 
four-year tuition freeze isn’t in the 
best interest for the CSU. 

“The tuition freeze is being pro- 
posed without recognizing the fact 
that the CSU needs to take in rev- 
enue to keep its doors open,” Nevin 
said. “The governor is saying, ‘I want 
to freeze tuition and increase [the 
CSU’s] performance,’ but without an 
income, we wouldn’t be able to in- 
crease that performance.” 

To increase performance, 
Brown’s January version of the

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budget also called for a unit cap 
for CSU and UC students, allow- 
ing students—in the plan’s first 
two years—to earn no more than 
150 percent of the units needed to 
complete an average degree. How- 
ever, the unit cap, which Nevin 
said “placed an undue hindrance on 
students,” has been removed in the 
May revision. 

“Given concerns that . were 
raised, [Brown’s administration] 
is withdrawing the proposal for 
this year and focusing on alterna- 
tive incentives to increase cost- 
effectiveness,” the budget revision 
states. 

Despite concerns about the ac- 
countability measures, both Fallis 
and Nevin said the additional $250 
million in state funding retained 
in the May revision is a step in the 
right direction for higher educa- 
tion. 

“(CSSA is] happy with the rein- 
vestment, the $125 million,” Nevin 
said. “However, we think that the 
reinvestment should be more. We are 
grateful, but we are also certain that 
the CSU deserves more.” 

Nevin also said that despite CS- 
SA’s being vocal about its feelings 
on the accountability measures, the 
organization has not been given 
a seat at the discussion table with 
Brown’s administration. He said 
CSSA is working to be included in 
the talks. 

“It’s so important that we measure 
what we value, not value what we 
measure,” Fallis said. “We want to 
create accountability measures that 
speak to [the CSU’s] mission.” 

A finalized state budget is expect- 
ed by July 1, Fallis said.

$3.7 million research 
grant awarded to 
CSULB-USC program 


The program researches transportation 
issues in large cities such as Long Beach.

A joint Cal State Long Beach and 
University of Southern California re- 
search program was recently awarded 
$3.7 million to study the effects of 
cargo movement through large met- 
ropolitan areas, an issue that affects 
everything from parking availability 
to air quality. 

METRANS, the CSULB-USC part- 
nership that researches transportation 
issues in large city environments, will 
establish METROFREIGHT with the 
grant received from the Volvo Re- 
search and Educational Foundations. 
METROFREIGHT will serve as a 
“Center of Excellence in urban freight 
research,” joining 10 other transpor- 
tation research centers from cities 
around the world, including Beijing, 
London and Melbourne, Australia. 

Long Beach, which harbors Amer- 
ica’s largest freight port, is a prime 
location for freight research that ex- 
hibits all the circumstances looking 
to be studied, according to Thomas 
O’Brien, who currently serves as the 
director of research for CSULB’s Cen- 
ter for International Trade and Trans- 
portation and will soon also become 
the director of education and outreach 
at METROFREIGHT. 

“We don’t have a great understand- 
ing as to what happens to freight 
when it’s in the metro area,” he said. 
“We have a pretty good understand- 
ing when it comes into the port and 
across the country, but what happens 
within that metropolitan area is a lot 


less known.” 

O’Brien said moving cargo from 
its origin to its destination is a tedious 
process. Trucks have to make multiple 
trips back and forth from the port to 
load, unload and transfer cargo, which 
leads to additional truck trips in the 
area and causes environmental and 
health issues. 

“There is increasing conflict be- 
tween the way we want to live and 
what it takes to live that way,” he 
said. 

O’Brien said the grant will be used 
primarily for research — like study- 
ing the effects of commerce-related 
congestion in Los Angeles, New York 
and Paris — and education. He said 
CSULB has an advantage in research- 
ing freight transportation and logis- 
tics because of the “urban laboratory” 
in which it resides. 

“The presumption is that we are 
not a research university, but in many 
ways we are closer to the industry 
and the community and can apply 
information in unique ways,” he 
said. “There is very credible and ac- 
claimed research that happens on our 
campus.” 

A portion of the grant from Volvo 
Research and Educational Founda- 
tions will also be used to create cours- 
es for politicians, industry profession- 
als and teachers. Research-related 
student positions, including training 
programs and data gathering and 
analysis positions, will also be offered 
in METROFREIGHT. 

“{Students] will get a chance to 
learn about these processes that will 
make them more knowledgeable and 
more employable once they’re looking 
for work,” he said.

With the high price of tuition 
and a list of required, often un- 
nameable fees, college can often 
seem more like a debt than an 
investment. 

In order to help combat hidden 
fees and ever-changing tuition 
costs, Sens. Ron Wyden (D-Ore.), 
Mark Warner (D-Vir.) and Marco 
Rubio (R-Fla.) has introduced Sen- 
ate Bill 2098, otherwise known as 
The Student Right to Know Before 
You Go Act. 

The bill, if passed, would allow 
potential college students to see 
detailed information on specific 
programs — such as average alum- 
ni earnings, tuition costs and aver- 
age accumulated debt of college 
graduates — before they enroll in 
the pro- 
gram. 
The bill 
would 
also create a database, to be 
administered by the Education 
Department, to track students 
throughout their college careers 
and as they join the workforce. 

According to the bill’s text, 
this unified database would allow 
students to access key financial * 
information that would help them 
make more informed decisions 
about what colleges they might 
attend. 

While the creation of the data- 
base that would feature useful in- 
formation, the Daily 49er editorial 
board is concerned about students’ 
privacy. 

According to an article from In-

side Higher Ed, SB 2098 would require colleges to make informa- 


tion about student earnings public. 


Maintaining the privacy of one’s income is a big concern for us. 
While we like the prospects of having earnings data public, we do 
not want to see the information used elsewhere or inappropriately. 

Aside from this major concern, though, we feel that this bill will 


be good for everyone, if it indeed passes. 


The quality of one’s education and its cost are the two most 
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important factors when considering where to attend college. By 
allowing people to make more informed decisions, the surprise of 
receiving a $20,000 tuition bill may be less frequent. 

Because average alumni earnings will be made public if the bill 
passes, incoming students will have the opportunity to see if their 
desired career path will meet their future financial needs. 

For instance, if alumni from one major or program earn an aver- 
age of $30,000 a year, and an incoming student is looking to earn 
more, he or she will know before entering the program.

Peace in Syria 


To say that the Cold War between Russia 
and the U.S. ended in 1991 may not be entirely 
true. 

In a seemingly direct act of aggression 
against the U.S., officials announced last week 
that Russia had sent Yakhont missiles to Syrian 
President Bashar al-Assad, according to Al 
Jazeera.

diplomats and cooperation were supposed to be a 
thing of the future.

According to Al Jazeera, Russia and the U.S. 
agreed to try to create peace talks between Syrian 
rebels and Assad only 10 days ago.

In less than a fortnight, however, Russia’s deci- 


sion to move missiles into Syria further strained 
relations, prompting one U.S. official to call the 
movement “ill-timed and very unfortunate,” ac- 
cording to Al Jazeera. 

At a time when fighting in Syria continues to 
escalate, it is clear that mutu- 
ally agreed upon peace talks 
are the only answer. 

Instead of having the U.S. 
support the rebels and Russia 
support Assad, it is clear that a neutral, global 
institution must mediate peace talks in Syria. 

The United Nations, if possible, should bring 
Assad to a bargaining table along with a select 
group of rebel representatives. 

There, with help from the U.N., peace can be 
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achieved. The likelihood of it occurring, however, 
is small. 

Instead of treating Syria like a unique situation 
in history, officials worldwide should re-examine 
what side they are on. 

Assad is not to blame, nor all the rebels. Both 
sides have some legitimate concerns. 

In the event of peace talks, it will be important 
to develop a true compromise, as labeling one 
side a victor and another a loser will not prevent 
further bloodshed. 

Having each side get what they want, whatever 
that may be, is key. Whether that will actually 
occur is a question that won’t likely be answered 
soon.

Tea party tax scandal is bad news for Obama administration 


When the scandal broke about the Internal 
Revenue Service agents in Cincinnati investigat- 
ing the tax exempt status of tea party groups 
in an unfair manner, it demonstrated a clear 
message: that the system intended to protect 
the integrity of the voting process had been 
compromised. 

When big brother decides to put in motion 
the means to stack-the deck in its favor, it really 
calls into question the validity of the voting 
process. As if the Justice Department’s seizure 
of the Associated Press’s phone records wasn’t 
enough proof of government overreach, the real 
scandal behind the IRS’s unfairly targeting tea 
party groups was how that information was 
leaked. 

The leak came during a tax conference spon- 
sored by the American Bar Association, accord- 
ing to the Wall Street Journal. 

Sources confirmed that the outgoing IRS 
commissioner Steven Miller knew of the details 


of the IRS’s inappropriate criteria in judging non- 
profit groups devoted to “social welfare,” which 
included tea party groups. 

Miller was questioned in a hearing about why 
he had chosen to have the information leaked in a 
planted question at the tax conference, as opposed 
to upholding his duty and informing lawmakers 
first. 

According to Miller, 
he had made the effort to 
reach out to lawmakers 
by calling to be put on the 
calendar. 

When that didn’t happen, Miller went ahead 
with the scripted session that had Lois Lerner 
plant the question that revealed the IRS scandal. 

Miller, the former commissioner, had been ap- 
pointed by President Barack Obama’s administra- 
tion. 

With the way the administration dragged 
its feet and passively reacted to the scandal,

it is evident that the administration does not 
take such attacks to the political system seri- 
ously unless the American people decide it is a 
problem. 

The IRS is an independent agency within 
government that is supposed to be impartial to 
American politics. 

It took multiple congressional probes before 
the government finally 
made calls from the top 
to demand account- 
ability. 

What is truly mind 
blowing is that the inappropriate criteria 
used to target organizations applying for tax 
exemption status had been used for 18 months, 
starting in 2010, according to the report issued 
by the Treasury Inspector General for Tax 
Administration. 

The inappropriate criterion used by the IRS 
such as looking for groups with the name “tea 
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party,” “patriots” and other political-sounding 
names created a dent in the integrity of politics, 
providing an unfair disadvantage to those groups. 

What’s the bottom line? 

The government cares only as far as it can 
clean up the scandal in terms of bad public 
relations. The resigning of the IRS commis- 
sioner seemed like an appropriate response, but a 
response that seemed mechanical, expected and 
instant. 

When White House Press Secretary Jay 
Carney announced in a press conference that 
they were notified weeks ago but that neither he 
nor the president were notified individually, it is 
strange that the administration did not find this 
troubling a lot sooner. 

All of these signs point to a government that 
lacks the oversight to keep itself honest.

Plunging from high altitudes is an activity typi- 
cal of most bucket lists, but it is not often that one 
has to trek to the site of the jump. 

A four-mile hike along the San Gabriel Riv- 
er will take you to Azusa’s Bridge to Nowhere, 
an uncompleted bridge that has stood solitarily 
over a now washed-out road since 1936. While 
the hike itself is exhilarating enough, involving 
river crossing and scaling along narrow trails, the 
magnificent bridge at the end is a popular site for 
bungee jumping. Xperience Days charges $79 per 
jump. 


Escondido Falls in Malibu 

Escondido Falls is a hike that involves a lit- 
tle bit of everything: bouldering, scaling and 
the best of all, a waterfall. The area is lush and 
green, and the trail is easy to follow. You’ll end 
up dirty after this one, but the view and the pho- 
tos are well worth it. Make sure to bring a cam- 
era, water and shoes with grip for the steep in- 
clines. The hike takes a maximum of three hours 
for those who take their time. The trailhead is 
located along Pacific Coast Highway in Malibu, 


Calif., about 40 minutes from Long Beach. 


Hiking in Long Beach 
When living within the hustle and bustle of 
a busy area like Long Beach, hiking is often 
a foregone option. Surprisingly enough, the El 
Dorado Nature Center offers two hiking trails 
with different levels of intensity, each explor- 
ing different areas of the hidden park snuggled 
in between East Long Beach and the 605 Free- 
way. 
& While walking along the trails, hikers can see 
furry critters like squirrels and chipmunks as well 
as turtles and fish swimming in the streams. Al- 
though these hiking trails do not offer grand el- 
evation or waterfalls like other areas, it still boasts 
nature at its finest without forcing hikers to drive 
too far. Parking costs $7.

Long Beach State (28-25, 14-10 Big 
West Conference) scored two runs in 
the ninth and another in the 10th to earn 
a 5-4 win over the Highlanders (12-31, 
8-16 Big West) and send the seniors out 
victorious. 

“Good win for the seniors,” head 
coach Troy Buckley said. “We put to- 
gether some really good at-bats in the 
ninth ... It was a good collective team 
effort.” 

On a day dedicated to seniors, the 
freshmen were the ones that came up 
with the clutch hits.

“It was really special for me, but 
it was even more special for [the se- 


niors],” he said. 

The series started with a gem by 
Shane Carle, who struck out 13 in a 
complete game shutout. It was the sec- 
ond complete game in a row by Carle, 
who said last week’s nine-inning ef- 
fort against Hawaii helped him build 
momentum for his start against the 


Highlanders, which resulted in a 5-0 
Dirtbags win. 

“T guess after the last one I really 
found a rythym,” he said. “I just tried 
to work on that this week, and it turned 
out pretty good.” 

Carle and Buckley both said the 
changeup was the difference-maker in 
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the game. 

“That was definitely the pitch of the 
night,” Carle said. 

LBSU took the series on Saturday 
with the help of Avila, who went 3-for- 
4 with a run and an RBI. 

“Tt’s really good for Juan [Avila],” 
Buckley said. “He’s a really good se- 
nior, and you need good seniors in your 
program to be competitive.” 

The Dirtbags nearly gave up the lead 
in the ninth, but they held on for a 5-4 
win. 

“{Jon Maciel] made it a little inter- 
esting,” Buckley said, “but it was a 
good series win.” 

The seniors have one series left in 
Dirtbags uniforms, as they will play 
three games at UC Irvine next week- 
end. Avila, catcher Zach Miller and 
pitchers Landon Hunt and Eddie Ma- 
gallon were all honored in a pregame 
ceremony recognizing their service to 
LBSU baseball. 

Avila said that he hadn’t thought 
much about his Dirtbags career coming 
to a close but that we was ending it with 
a hot bat. 

“It’s been a long journey, and it 
hasn’t hit me yet, but it feels good to go 
out hitting,” he said.
